1. The city of Boston is hereby authorized by and through the city of bosio 
agency of the Boston Water Board, or by and through any other ""^ ^"3"^ ""' 
agency which shall be established therefor, to take, hold and convey of tha Myiuc 
to, into and through said city any or all the water belonging to the ^°' 
water-shed or valley of the Mystic, so called, not hitherto granted,

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'■ or wliicli flows or drains, directly or indirectly, into Mystic pond 
or Mystic i-iver, and from time to time to eatabliah and maintain 
reaen'oirs for the storage of any or all snch waters, or any or all 
waters flowing into or lying in the Mystic pond or riTer which have 
not been otherwise granted, and for that purpose said city may take 
and hold, by pnrchase or otherwise, any water-lights, lands and 
real estate necessary for bnilfling and maintaining said reservoirs, 
or for the erection of dams, buildings, wat«r-conrses, aqueducts, 
machinery or appliances, with their accessories, for conducting, 
purifying, storing, elevating and distiibuting water ; and may also 
tafee and hold any land on the margin of said sources of supply, 
not exceeding five rods in width from the high-water mark of said 
river, pond or storage-reservoirs , so far as maj' be necessary for the 
storage, preservation and prurity of the same for the purpose of fur- 
nishing a supply of pure water to the city of Boston ; provided, 
that the city of Somerville, and the towns of AVoburn, Stoneham,
